American officers and an American 
mission in Vienna, and the Americana 
are well liked here, getting favors in 
the luotels, restaurants and theaters. 
Still people stare at us quite openly 
when we walk down the street.

sees quite a few German and Austrian 
officers and soldiers on the street.”
